GREAT SMASH KNOCKS *

BRITISH ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN FRANCE, Nov. 21.—The 
Germans are fighting on their fast 
line of defense at one point of the 
British attack. 

LONDON, Nov. 2y—The Hinden- 
burg line hag been broken to a depth 
of four to five miles, the war office 
announces. The’ British troops 
stormed the first system of the Hin- 
denburg line defenses on the whole 
front between St. Quentin and the 
Scarpe river. 

The British Infantry and tanks 
pressed on and captured «he second 
system of defenses, over a mile be- 
yond. 

From St. Quentin to the Scarpe 
ia thirty-two miles. 

The whole Gerinaa line west of the 
Canal due north to the Bapzume- 
Ca:mbral road hag ween captured. 

Several thousand prisoners have 
been taken.

What is known as the Hinden- 
burg. line was established by the 
German command last spring when 
the famous “strategic retreat’ on 
the Somme front was carried out. It 
Was a supposedly impregnable bar- 
rier. 

The attack was begun yesterday 
by the Third Army. There was no 
artillery preparation and the- Ger- 
mans were taken completely by sur- 
prise. ; 

The second system of German de- 
fenses captured by the British is 
known hs the Hindenburg support 
line. The British captured Benavis, 
Lameau Wood, La Vacquerie, the de- 
fenses known as Welshridge and 
Ridecourt Village. Thenr operations 
are continuing. 

The towns of Havrincourt, Marco- 
ing, Graincourt, Annex and Neuf 
Wood have been captured by the 
British.

FICKERT A TRICKSTER 


Some days ago, to the amazement of eve- 
rvbody, a telegram came to San Francisco 
from Colonel Roosevelt in effect endorsing 
Prosecuting Attorney Fickert of San Fran- 
cisco and lambasting those he has been 
prosecuting. We did not comment upon 
it, preferring to wait further developnicnts 
and satisfied that more was to follow. 

It now turns out that Fickert himself, 
and his well know S. F. backers, secured 
the endorsement and comment from Roose- 
velt by misrepresentation of the grossest 
character, and now those in the east who 
got Roosevelt to make it are seeking cover 
and tell of the trickery. 

This is just as might have beene expect- 
ed. Fickert is a very large false alarm. 

We have no particular use for the 
Mooney crowd, as they are radicals and ex- 
tremists, and the radicals and extremists 
of either side, and all sides, are trouble- 
breeders and a menace to all mankind, as 
a general rule. But being radicals does 
not prove that they are guilty of the bomb 
outrage. They may be ever so bad actors 
on general principles and still be innocent 
on that charge, and that is the charge upon 
which they are being tried, and upon noth- 
ing. else. 

It is an obvious fact that Fickert has 
been in that game from start to finish for 
political effect, and to obey the demands of 
the other side of the extremists. There 
are radicals on that side, same as there are 
on the other, and one is about as bad as the 
other. 

Fickert is facing a recall election, and 
will likely get about what is coming to him, 
so his friends, in desperation, put one over 
on Colonel Roosevelt in hopes of bolstering 
up their waning cause.

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JAIL ALL WHO HOARD FOODSTUFFS 


Merely prosecuting those who secure 
quantities of foodstuffs in order to benefit 
by charging high prices is too easy a man- 
ner of dealing with the offenders. Give 
them good jail sentences and see to it that 
no ‘‘pull’’ is exerted to enable them to es- 
cape and make them serve their sentences, 
which will be a wholesome lesson to all who 
attempt to bleed the public. 

Seeret service agents on Monday discov- 
ered foodstuffs valued at $73,000,000 stored 
in various warehouses in New York, con- 
trary to the Government’s ruling regarding 
the trading with the enemy act.
